DIGEST 


Farm Product Exports Down 4 Percent During October-January (see p. 4). January's 
agricultural export value totaled $1.94 billion. In October 1977 through January 1978, 
cumulative exports amounted to $8 billion, compared with $8.36 billion during similar 
months the previous year. Coarse grain accounted for most of the reduction. Wheat 
and corn prices averaged substantially lower. 


U.S. Farm Imports Increase Slightly in October-January 1977/78 (see p. 17). Noncompe- 


titive imports, mainly green coffee, declined in October-January from a year ago, while 
competitive imports increased. Value increases for sugar, beef and veal, live animals, 
and vegetables more than offset the drop in vegetable oi] imports. 


Agricultural Trade With Ireland (see p. 35). Agricultural imports from Ireland were 
up in 1977 to $20.7 million compared to $16.6 million in 1976. Even though U.S. ex- 


ports to Ireland declined from $33.9 million in 1977 to $32.4 million in 1976, we 
still show a favorable agricultural trade balance. 


International Price Highlights (see p. 42). In January, international commodity prices 
generally stayed at their December level. Wheat, corn and grain sorghum export prices 
rose slightly, while soybean export price declined. International rice prices are at 
their highest point of 2 years. Among import commodities, coffee prices strengthened 
slightly while cocoa beans declined. The London Daily Price for sugar showed unexpec- 
ted strength. 


FARM PRODUCTS EXPORTS DOWN 4 PERCENT DURING 
OCTOBER-JANUARY 


In January, farm product exports totaled $1.94 billion, down somewhat from their 
December level, but above that for January 1977. Grain exports, at just over 5.7 mil- 
lion metric tons, were considerably below December's 7.3 million-ton rate. While grain 
movements were up from last January's 5.4 million-ton volume, prices averaged wel] 
below those e year earlier. 


For the October-January period, agricultural exprots amounted to $8 billion, 4 percent 
below those for the same months last year. Coarse grain shipments--mainly feed corn-- 
dropped to 16 million tons, 13 percent below their year earlier level; value fell 25 
percent to $1.5 billion. Export unit values for coarse grains averaged $95 per ton, 
compared with $110 from October 1976 to January 1977. 


The decline in coarse grain exports more than offset increased values for most other 
agricultural export commodities. Wheat volume was up 8 percent from its year earlier 
rate; however, lower prices resulted in a 9-percent value decline. 


Soybean and other oilseed product exports continued to expand. From October to January, 
oilseed and product exports yielded $2.5 billion versus $2.27 billion a year ago. Soy- 
bean shipments were up 17 percent--to 7.5 million tons--averaging $220 per ton against 
$250 during October 1976 to January 1977. 


January cotton exports surged to 520,000 bales, reflecting good foreign demand and the 
continued shipments of unfilled orders built up during the September-November longshore- 
men's strike. 


Other export value increases during October to January from year-earlier levels included 
animal products--mainly live animals, dairy products, fats and oils, and beef--fresh 
fruits, and edible nuts. 


The October-January agricultural trade surplus amounted to $3.85 billion, 11 percent 
below similar months a year earlier.

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U.S. FARM IMPORTS INCREASE SLIGHTLY IN 
OCTOBER-JANUARY 1977/78 


From October 1977 to January 1978, U.S. agricultural imports were valued at $4.2 bil- 
lion, 4 percent higher than a year ago. Noncompetitive imports declined from the 
level during the previous period. Most of the value decrease was in green coffee, 
due chiefly to a fall-off in roastings and consumption and relatively favorable in- 
ventories. The volume of imported green coffee declined by more than the value as 
unit import prices rose from $1.40 per pound during October 1976 to January 1977 
to about $L80per pound in the first one-third of fiscal 1978. A 6-percent rise in 
January in the unit import price of green coffee caused the month's coffee imports 

te increase about one-third to $414 million, the highest since last April. The quan- 
tity imported in January declined slightly. 


Among other noncompetitive imports value imports of soluble coffee declined while 
price inflation caused value increases in cocoa beans, cocoa powder, and dry rubber. 
Volume imporis of the three latter products declined. 


During the first third of fiscal 1978, competitive imports rose as value increases 
for sugar, beef and veal, live animals, and vegetables more than offset the large 
decline in vegetable oils (mainly palm and coconut oils). The value of sugar imports 
rose by 42 percent, mainly due to a record $185 million December imports in anticipa- 
tion of higher U.S. import fees. Sugar imports in January valued at $52 million were 
the lowest since last March. 


A new fixed import fee structure for sugar was announced in January to replace the 
variable system established in November. Beginning January 21, all imported raw 
Sugar is subject to fixed fees of 2.7 cents per pound and refined sugar to 3.22 cents 
per pound, provided the fees do not exceed 50 percent of the value of imported sugar. 


Imports of palm oil fell by about one-half from a year ago as some substitution 
occurred with domestic soybean oil. In recent months, soybean and palm oil prices 
have been about the same, reducing the incentive to import. 


In fiscal 1978, it is expected that imports of noncompetitive products, mainly tro- 
pical, will increase while competitive commodities will decline. Price increases 
for cocoa beens are expected to result in larger imports, which will offset small 
value declines anticipated for coffee and tea. 


Among competitive imports, moderate growth is expected for meat and meat products, 
dairy and poultry products, wine, and tobacco. These increases will be more than 
offset by anticipated declines in imports of vegetables and preparations, sugar, and 
vegetable oils. The extent of the drop in sugar imports will depend partly on draw- 
down in domestic stock levels and the size of U.S. production. 1/ 


Imports of palm oil are expected to be about the same or slightly less in fiscal 1978 
as larger anticipated supplies of soybean oil and similar prices for soybean and palm 
oil may reduce the need to import. 2/ High prices for coconut oil and larger domestic 
Supplies of other vegetable oils may reduce coconut oil imports in fiscal 1978.

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AGRICULTURAL TRADE WITH IRELAND

Because Ireland's domestic market is small, the country looks to the export market to 
achieve greater economies of scale. In 1977, exports played a massive role in the 
Irish economy, accounting for 47 percent of its gross national product. Ireland's 
total exports, valued at $4.38 billion in 1977, were up from $3.25 billion in 1976. 
Volume is estimated to have risen by 15 percent with the remainder of the increase due 
to higher prices. In 1977, the value of total imports rose to $5.42 billion from 
$4.09 billion in 1976. 


Ireland's agricultural exports, valued at $1.8 billion, accounted for 41 percent of 
total exports in 1977, compared with a value of $1.3 billion, and 40 percent of total 
exports in 1976. In 1977, the remaining countries in the European Community (EC) took 


76 percent of total Irish exports, of which about half went to the United Kingdom. 
The United States was the most important non-EC export market for Irish goods, account- 
ing for more than 6 percent of total Irish exports. Major agricultural exports to the 
United States were beef, animal feeds, dairy products, and fruits and vegetables. 


In 1977, the share of agricultural imports was 14 percent of the total, amounting to 
$752.5 million, compared with 13 percent and $532.4 million a year earlier. The EC 
supplied 68.1 percent of total Irish imports. The United States was again the most 
important non-EC supplier, with 9.1 percent of total imports. Principal agricultural 
imports are fruits and vegetables, live animals (mostly for breeding), grains, 
unmanufactured tobacco, and soybean cake and meal (mostly soybean meal). 


Major Agricultural Commodities in U.S.-Irish Trade 


The U.S.-Irish agricultural trade balance has traditionally favored Ireland, but this 
situation was reversed for 4 years during the 1970-77 period. U.S. statistics show 
that U.S. farm exports to Ireland exceeded Ireland's shipments to the United States 
by $9.5 million in 1972, $3.4 million in 1975, $17.3 million in 1976, and $11.7 mil- 
lion in 1977. 


Based on U.S. statistics, the value of U.S. farm exports to Ireland averaged $30.1 

million during 1974-77, but Irish statistics show that the value imports of U.S. farm 
products by Ireland during that period averaged $72.0 million. The higher value shown 
by trish statistics undoubtedly reflects transshipments of U.S. agricultural products 
into Ireland through Canada, the United Kingdom, and other Western European countries. 


The recent shift in the U.S.-Irish balance of agricultural trade is partly a result 

of the virtual cessation of Irish beef exports to the United States since spring 1976, 
and partly because of the fact that Ireland is finding more attractive markets within 
the EC. Ireland, along with the United Kingdom and Denmark, joined the EC on 

January 1, 1973. The U.S. share of Ireland's total agricultural exports dropped from 
an average of 6.9 percent in 1971/72 (prior to admission into the EC) to an average 

of 1.5 percent in 1976/77. 


Although the trade flow between the United States and Ireland for some agricultural 


commodities is one way, numerous commodities (within a general trade classification) 
Flow in both directions. 
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Tobacco 


In 1977, the United States exported $7.5 million worth of unmanufactured tobacco to 
Ireland, a decline from the $10 million in 1976. Some U.S. tobacco exports are usually 
transshipped to Ireland through other EC members and Canada and are not reflected in 
these statistics. The United States provides a substantial share of Ireland's tobacco 
imports--45 percent of the total value in 1976. In turn, the United States imported 
roughly $500,000 worth of pipe tobacco from Ireland that same year. 


Oilseeds and Oilseed Products 


The United States exported $10.5 million in oilseeds and oi!seed products in 1977, 
well above the $8.1 million exported in 1976 and the highest since $15 million were 
exported to Ireland in 1973. However, according to Irish statistics, shipments of 
oilseed cake and meal, valued at more than $27 million in 1977, were imported by 
Ireland from the United States, compared with approximately $24 million in 1976 and 
$20 million in 1975. Irish officials attribute these higher values to transshipments 
through othe: EC countries, particularly the Netherlands and the United Kingdom. 


Ireland's only crushing mill processes many oil crops, including copra and rapeseed, 
but not soybeans. Thus, most of their purchases from the United States have been 
soybean cake and meal. Most Irish imports of soybean cake and meal are likely to 


continue to be of U.S. origin. Currently, !reland imports more than half of its 
total oilseed products from the United States. 


Grains and Grain Preparations 


Traditionally, the United States has been an important supptier of grain to Ireland. 
But after 1972, U.S. exports of grain dropped because France increased its share to 
Ireland. However, in 1976 the value of U.S. grain and grain preparation exports to 
lreland recovered substantially--to $3.2 million--because of the widespread drought 
on the Continent and increased feed usage in Ireland. With the return of total EC 
grain production in 1977/78 to more normal levels, shipments of U.S. grain to Ireland 
declined 100 percent in 1977. 


Fruits, Vegetables, and Preparations 


In 1977, total U.S. exports of fruits, vegetables, and combined preparations to Ireland 
were valued at $2.4 million. Ireland's imports of fruits and vegetables have increased 
in recent years in response to increasing domestic demand. Ireland is capable of 
expanding both their domestic and export markets. 


Livestock and Livestock Products 


In 1974, when the United States imported a record 21,000 metric tons of frozen bone- 
less beef from Ireland, the total value of U.S. agricuitural imports from Ireland was 
$60.5 million--more than double the value of U.S. shipments of agricultural items to 
lreland, which was $29.6 million. However, in reaction to the EC export subsidy on 
frozen boneless beef from Ireland, the United States imposed a 21]1.3-cent countervailing 
duty on imports of frozen boneless beef from the EC in April 1976. Frozen boneless 
imports have been virtually nil since then. In 1977, only 113 metric tons of meat 

and meat products were imported from Ireland. 


Another important feature of Irish-U.S. livestock trade since 1970 has been the sale 


of Irish carcass beef for the U.S. military forces in Europe; in°®1977, Ireland sup- 
plied 11,221 metric tons. 
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Live animals, primarily breeding horses and cattle, are an important U.S. farm pro- 
duct export to Ireland. For instance, in 1976 and 1977 live animal exports accounted 
for as much as 15 percent or more of the total value of U.S. agricultural shipments. 
However, in 1977, the United States imported $7.2 million in live animals from Ireland 
also for breeding purposes. 


Dairy Products 


itreland's emphasis on diversification from some of the traditional dairy products to 
more specialized products, for example casein and casein products (a protein taken 
from milk which forms the basis of cheese and certain plastics), provides the major 
portion of imports of dairy products by the United States. During 1977. the United 
States imported $2.7 million in dairy products (mainly casein, casein products, and 
various types of cheeses), compared to $1.9 million in 1976. U.S. exports of dairy 
products to Ireland are negligible. 


Miscellaneous 


In 1976 and 1977, U.S. imports of chocolate and chocolate preparations increased and 
were valued at over $3 million. 


The United States shifted as the principal supplier of hops in 1977, primarily because 
of increasing freight cost and import levies. In 1977, U.S. exports of hops to Ireland 
amounted to only $672,000, compared to exports valued at $1.4 million in 1976. 


Quantities of U.S. cotton exports to Ireland have fluctuated during the past few years, 
while domestic use has been sporadic. Quantities were down in 1976, but the value 

rose to $1.1] million. In 1977, quantity and value were both reduced by 50 and 60 per- 
cent respectively. 


Outlook for Irish Trade and Implications for 
the United States 


Live cattle and beef exports will provide the main sources for growth in Irish agri- 
cultural trade during 1978. Exports of lamb and live sheep will gain momentum as 
sheep flocks are rebuilt in response to the January 1, 1978 agreement between France 
and Ireland. trish lamb of suitable quality will have unrestricted access to the 
French market. In 1977, Irish lamb exports to France were disrupted by massive import 
charges and the intermittent closures of French markets to all lamb imports. Further, 
a projected 10-to-15 percent growth in feed consumption is expected to increase grain 
imports. 


Expansion of U.S. agricultural exports to the Irish market is difficult for two main 
reasons: (1) Different sanitary and veterinary regulations, and (2) Ireland's increas- 
ing trade links with the EC. 


The United States will most likely continue as the major supplier of soybean meal and 
corn, mainly because of increased feed use. A scarcity of apples is apparent in 
Ireland. With smaller French crops in 1977 and possibly into 1978, apples may be 
exported to the Irish for the first time in a number of years. In the near future, 
lrish exports of livestock products to the United States are likely to continue 
relatively stable. Exports of beef will probably be negligible again in 1978.

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INTERNATIONAL PRICE HIGHLIGHTS 


In January, international commodity prices generally stayed at their December level. 
The Dow Jones commodity spot price index, reflecting the commodity price situation, 
went from an index of 349 in December to 348 in January. 


At the Gulf ports, U.S. Hard Winter wheat rose 2 percent to $3.25 a bushel. C.j.f. 
Rotterdam prices for U.S. Hard Winter wheat and Dark Northern Spring wheat also 
increased slightly. 


Corn and grain sorghum also showed only slight price increases, with the Gulf ports 
price for corn reaching $2.57 a bushel. Soybeans, which enjoyed a short price rally 
in December as a result of strong export demand, settled down to a Gulf ports export 
price of $6.24 a bushel. In the soybean complex, January's U.S. soybean meal prices 
were $200 a metric ton in Rotterdam, the same as in December. 


The Thai white rice price reached $338 a ton, the highest point in well] over 2 years, 
as the price effects of short rice crops.in Thailand, Indonesia, Malaysia, and the 
United States took hold. 


The c.i.f. Osaka price for Arizona cotton strengthened to 64 cents a pound after a 
9-month downslide. Strong export demand for U.S. cotton buoyed prices. Among im- 
ported commodities, cow meat rose 16 percent to 78 cents a pound. 


New York's spot price for coffee rose slightly to $2.09 a pound. The New York cocoa 
bean futures price declined slightly to $1.3] a pound, as new crop supply reports of 
lower grindings in major importing countries helped ease prices from last year's 
record levels. 


Since November, there have been no New York spot price quotations for raw cane sugar. 
The London Daily Price, which is also used as an indicator of world sugar price move- 
ments, has been strengthening since November. Its price for raw cane sugar, c.i.f. 
U.K, was 9.72 cents a pound, 8 percent higher in dollar terms and 4 percent higher in 
terms of British pounds than the December quotations. 


Fundamentals point to a buildup in world sugar stocks during 1978, but recent large 
Chinese purchases of raw sugar, and the hopes pinned on the new International Sugar 
Agreement have strengthened sugar prices in recent months. 


In addition to specific commodity developments, the weakening of the dollar in 


international money markets may also have contributed to the buoying of international 
commodity prices.

Explanatory Note 


U.S. foreign agricultural trade statistics in this report include official U.S. data 
based on compilations of the Bureau of the Census. Agricultural commodities consist 
of (1) nonmarine food products and (2) other products of agriculture which have not 
passed through complex processes of manufacture such as raw hides and skins, fats and 
oils, and wine. Such manufactured products as textiles, leather, boots and shoes, 
cigarettes, naval stores, forestry products, and distilled alcoholic beverages are not 
considered agricultural. 


The trade statistics exclude shipments between the 50 States and Puerto Rico, between 
the 50 States and the island possessions, between Puerto Rico and the island posses- 
sions, among the island possessions, and intransit through the United States from one 
foreign country to another when documented as such through U.S. Customs. 


EXPORTS The export statistics also exclude shipments to the U.S. armed forces and 
diplomatic missions abroad for their own use and supplies for vessels and aircraft 
engaged in foreign trade. Data on shipments valued at less than $251 are not compiled 
by commodity and are excluded from agricultural statistics but are reflected in non- 
agricultural and overall export totals in this report. The agricultural export 
statistics include shipments under P.L. 83-480 (Agricultural Trade Development and 
Assistance Act), and related laws; under P.L. 87-195 (Act for International Develop- 
ment); and involving Government payments to exporters through 1974. USDA payments 

are excluded from the export value. Separate statistics on Government Program exports 
are compiled by USDA from data obtained from operating agencies. 


The export value, the value at the port of exportation, is based on the selling price 
(or cost if not sold) and includes inland freight, insurance, and other charges to the 
port. The country of destination is the country of ultimate destination or where the 
commodities are to be consumed, further processed, or manufactured. When the shipper 
does not know the ultimate destination, the shipments are credited to the last coun- 
try known to him at the time of shipment from the United States. Shipments of certain 
U.S. grain from Great Lakes ports to Canadian ports are designated as exports to 
"unidentified countries.'' Except for Canada, export shipments valued at $251-$999 

are included on the basis of sampling estimates; shipments to Canada valued at 
$251-$1,999 are sampled. 


IMPORTS Imports for consumption are a combination of entries for immediate consump- 
tion and withdrawals from warehouses for consumption. Data on shipments valued at 
less than $251 are estimated on the basis of a Il-percent sample and are not compiled 
by commodity. They are excluded from agricultural statistics but are reflected in 
nonagricultural and overall import totals in this report. 


The import value, defined generally as the market value in the foreign country, ex- 
cludes import duties, ocean freight, and marine insurance. The country of origin is 
defined as the country where the commodities were grown or processed. When the coun- 
try of origin is not known, the imports are credited to the country of shipment. 


Imports similar to agricultural commodities produced commercially in the United States 
and others that are interchangeable in use to any significant extent with such U.S. 
commodities are supplementary or partly competitive. All other commodities are com- 
plementary or noncompetitive. 


Further explanatory material on foreign trade statistics and compilation procedures 
of the Bureau of the Census is contained in the publications of that agency. 
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
